Te make us contented at home, we fhould fometimes look abroad. It is a 
common faying, that one half of the world know not how the other half 
dive. Let every American be thankful, doubly thankful to heaven, when 
he reads fuch accounts as the following, extra&ed from an author of great 
reputation, Dr. ADAM SMITH. a 

- (una has long been one of the richeft, that is, one of the moft 

fertile, bef cultivated, moft induftrious, and moft populous 
countries in the world, It feems, however to have been long {ftation- 
ary. Marco Polo, who vifited it more than five hundred years ago, 
defcribes its cultivation, induftry and populoufnefs, almoft in the {ame 
terms in which they are defcribed by travellers in the prefent times. 

“ The accounts of all travellers, inconfiftent in many other refpeéts, 
agree in the low wages of labour, and the difficulty which a labourer 
finds in bringing up a family in China. If by digging the ground a 
whole day, he can get what will purchafe a fmall quantity of rice in 
the evening, -he is contented. The condition of artificers, is, if pofli- 
ble, ftill worfe. Inftead of waiting in their work-houfes for the calls 
of their cuftomers, they are continually running about with thcir tools, 
beggingemployment., The poverty of the lower ranks in China, fat 
{urpatfes the moft beggarly people in Europe. In the neighbourhood 
ef Canton, many hundreds, it is commonly faid, many thouland fami- 
lies have no habitation on land, but live conftantly in little boats ou 
the rivers and canals. The fubfiftence which they find is fo f{canty, 
that they are cager to fifh up the naftieft garbage thrown out from the 
foreign fhips. Any carrion, the earcafe of a dead dog or cat, half pu- 
trid, is as welcome to them as the moft wholefome food to the people 
of ether countries, Marriage is encouraged in China, not by the prof- 
itablenefs of children, but by the liberty of deftroying them. In al! 
the great towns, feveral are every night expofed in the ftreet, o1 
drowned like puppies in the water. The saleraaate of this hornd 
office, iseven faid to be the avowed bufinefs by which fome people 
earn their fubfiftence,”

Every hour of our lives, we truft to and depend upon others; and 
it is impofble cither to ftira ftep abroad, or fit fill a moment at home, 
without fuch truft and dependence. I am now writing at myeafe, not 
doubting that the butcher will fend in the joint of meat which I order- 
cd; that his fervant will bring it ; that my cook will drefs it; that my 
footman will ferve it up; and that I fhall find it on the table at one 
o'clock. Yet 1 have nothing for all this but the promife of the butch- 
er, and the implied promife of his fervant and mine.

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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


LONDON, November 17. 

Yefterday the deputation ef Weft-India merchants and planters, 
waited on Mr. Pitt, by order of the general meeting, held at the 
London tavern on Tuefday; they prefented the refolutions which 
paffed the committee, requefting the protection of gqvernment in their 
refpe€tive fettlements, iflands, &e. Mr. Pirr, accompanied by Lord 
GREENVILLE, received them. 

Mr. Pitr’s anfwer was—‘ That he was of opinion the prefent forc- 
es inthe Weft-Indies were fully fufficient for the protettion of our 
Colonies, and he thought it his duty, as a fervant of the public, to ac- 

uaint the committee, that if the gentlemen wifhed for further rein- 
iorcement to be fent thither, it muft be at the expenfe of the Colo- 
nies, and not at the expenfe of the publick.” 





The National Affembly of France, on the 15th Nov. decreed thanks 
to the King of Great-Britain, to the Englifh nation, and to Lord Er- 
rINGHAM, governor of Famaica, for his generous condu& in relieving 
the planters of St. Domongo from the horrors of famine, and furnifhing 
them with arms and military ftores, againft their rebel negroes. 

The National Affembly have patled a decree againft the emigrants, 


in which, amongft feveral others, are the following articles: 

*¢ That the French affembled beyond the frontiers of the kingdom, 
fhall be declared fufpeéted of a confpiracy againft their country. ‘That 
f, on the firft of January, 1792, they be foundin the fame fituation, 
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they fhall be declared guilty of confpiracy, profecuted as fuch, and be 
punifhed with death, ‘hat after that prune, all the French Princes 
and publick funétionaries, fhall be confi ered as engaged in a con{pira- 
cy againft the conftitution, &c. That the revenues of thofe convicted of 
contumacy fhall be forfeited to the nation, during their own lives on- 
ly ; and, that the revenues of the abfent French Princes fhall be con- 
fifcated from the date of the decree.

HALIFAX; Nov. 29. 

It is with the aeepeft forrow we announce the death of our much 
beloved Governor, his Excellency JOHN PARR, Efq. who, after a 
fhort illnefs, departed this tranfitory life on Friday laft, at about one 
o’clock in ihe morning, in the 66th year of his age. During his ad- 
miniftration, which was upwards of nine years, the welfare and hap- 
pinefs of his Majefty’s fubjeéts in this Province was his invariable 
ftudy and purfuit, and the inhabitants have to deplore the lofs of a fin- 
_cere and firm friend. | 

This day the laft tribute of affe&tion and refpeé was paid to his re- 
mains, and all ranks and conditions teftified their eftecm by attending 
the funeral folemnity, 

On Friday laft the Honourable RICHARD BULKELY, was {worn 
into the adminiftration of the government of this Province. 





Anecdote. The late Governor Parr was once applied to by a Scotf- 
man, juft arrived at Halifax, to be the keeper of his money. The Gover- 
nor declined the office, and recommended one of his own countrymen 
to him, as a friend who would be likely to ferve him in quality of a 
cafhier. The Scot infifted on his fuit, and urged it by this motive; 
that, ‘ if his Excellency would be pleafed to give him a little bit of a 
poft, he would not be calling upon him for his moncy very foon,” 

This ftory being related in company, it was afked whether the 
Scot{man’s motive prevailed ? A friend of the Governor immediately 
anfwered, ‘* No sridioad, that would have been below par !” 


PHILADELPHIA, January 4. 

Laft Saturday afternoon Licut. Devin, of the Levies, arrived in 
town from the Weftern Country. He left Fort-Wafhington the 22d 
of November, at which time Forts Hamilton and Jefferfon were well 
fupplied with men and provifions, and there was no apprehenfion for 
their fafety. General St. Clair continued in bad health. Mot of the 
remaining Levies were returning home, cxccpt fuch as had enlifted tn 
the regular fervice. The wounded had been brought to Pert-Wath- 
ington, and were moft of them ina fair way of recovery. No account 
of the Indians fince the a@ion. . 

Lieut. Devin met General Scot, with a party of militia, within 30 
miles of Fort Wafhington, on the 23d of November. 

On Friday morning was prefented to the Pretident of the United 
States, a Box, elegantly mounted with filver, and made of the celebra- 
ted Qahk Tree that fheltered the Wafhington of Scotland, the brave and 
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patriotic Sir William Wallace,* after his defeat at the battle of Falkirk, 
in the beginning of the fourteenth century, by Edward the I. This 
magnificent and truly charaéteriftical prefent, is from the Earl of Buch- 
an, by the hands of Mr. Archibald Robertfon, a Scots gentleman, and 
portrait painter, who arrived in America fome months ago. The box 
was prefented to Lord Buchan by the Goldfmiths’ company at Edin- 
burgh; from whom his lordfhip requefted, and obtained leave to 
make it over to a man whom he deemed more deferving of it than 
himfelf, and the only man in the world to whom he thought it juftly 
due. We hear further, that Lerd Buchan has, by letter, requefted of 
the Prefiderf, that, on the event of his deceafe, he will confign the box 
to that man, i this country, who fhall appear, in his judgment, to mer- 
it it beft, upon the fame confiderations that induced him to fend it te 
the prefent pofleffor. 

‘Lhe infcription, upon a filver plate, on the infide of the lid, is as 
follows : Prefented by the Goldfmiths of Edinburgh, to David Stuart 
Erfkine, Earl of Buchan, with the freedom of their corporation, by thetr dea- 
con—A. D. 1782. 








* Sir Willzam Wallace, at firft a private gentleman, unfuccefsfully attempt- 
ed a revolution in Scotland, nearly on the fame grounds with that more re- 
cently acomplifhed in America, to expel the Englifh and their adherents, who 
had ufurped the government. Having gained a victory over the forces of 
‘Edward the firft, at Stirling, he was foon after attacked by Edward at ths 
head of 80.000 foot and 7,000 horfe; whereas the whole force of Sir Wil- 
liam did not exceed 30,000 foot ; and the main divifion of this army was 
tampered with by a traitor, and rendered of no ufe to the patriotic partys 
Not long after the battle of Falkirk, Sir William was made prifoner by fome 
of Edward’s partizans, carried te England, and beheaded, _{ Nat. Gaz. } 


NEW-Y OR K, December 36. 
Extralét from the Addrefs of Governor Telfair, to the Legiflature of Georgta. 

‘* During the two laft years two Whites have been killed by the 
Creek Indians, and two Creck Indians by the whites ; although I 
have every reafon to affure you that the Crecks at large are well dif- 
pofed towards the people of this ftate, I cannot at this period give 
vou affurances of perfect amity, as late information mentions fome 
threats, of what they term‘ retaHation ” for the laft Indian killed ; 
—-I still flatter myfeif, that they will not proceed to violence, 

“In virtue ef a claufe of the appropriation Aét, paficd the 10th of 
December, 1790, in thefe words, ** The fum of three hundred pounds 
for running the Indian temporary line,” I appointed three perfons, 
who procecded to the Rock Landing, and after remaining there fome 
time. reported ; that after being at the place fifteen days from the firft 
ef Ofebers: no commitlion from the erecks had appeared, nor was 
there any preipett of their coming forward; at the fame time, they 
make mention of a Mr, Hetch, whom the Seeretary at War, 11a com- 
nimnication of the 13th July, 1791, thus announecs, “a military officer 
af the United States is now probably with Mr, M’Gillivray te urge 
the delivery of the prifoners, and the making of what he terms the 
boundaries, next October ;"—and the faid Commifieners fate, +95

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Mr, Hetch did on the gth ultimo, call on them, who being interroga- 
ted on the objetts of his miflion, avoided to give any fatisfactory an- 
{wer, and took his departure next morning for Philadel phia.—U pon ta- 
king a ferious review of the whole information, I was of opinion, it 
was neceflary and expedient to remand the Commiffioners, which was 
accordingly done. ‘he meafures taken on the part of the State for 
the liberation of prifoners, and the reftoration of property, have not as 
yet had the defired effcét. | 

“‘ The provident appropriation above referred to, and the tenor there- 
of, removed every difficulty on the part of the executive with refpect 
to the greateft political concern of the republic ; I mean, her territo- 
rial right ; which fubje& claims fome remarks by way of elucidation. — 

“¢ When the {cope and fpirit of treaties are contemplated, it cannot 
be doubted, that the powers of peace and war are wifely delegated by 
the Federal Conftitution, and that the feveral State governments are 
bound to fupport and maintain the exercife of thefe powers, and in. 
the event of war, to execute fuch military orders as the Prefident of 
the United States may deem neceffary for the common fafety ; not- 
withftanding, when thefe powers of the United States are taken into 
view, together with thofe vefted in the feveral States; particularly 
that of repelling fudden invafions; a diftin€tion muft obfain between 
treaties with nations recognized and Indian tribes within the limits of 
any State.—Thefe animadverfions lead toa difcuffion of the 5th article 
of the treaty held at New-York, viz. ‘* The United States folemnly 
guarantee to the Creek Nation all their lands within the limits of the 
United States to the weftward and fouthward of the defcribed bounda- 
ty ;” By this claufe, as well as others in the faid treaty, it would ap- 
pears as if the United States had in contemplation to place the Creck 

ndians in the famie point of view with nations in civilization, and to 
fecure to them the exclufive right of foil (faving only the confent of 
the United States )—this meafure, if once yielded, would doubticis 
fubvert every future claim of this State to her territory ;—and, might 
it not even extend to an incompatibility with national policy ? for 
when tribes of Indians can be recognized as poffeffing the full exer- 
cife of territorial right, may they not make fale to foreign powers 0} 
individuals, and be charged only with having committed a breach of 
treaty ? 

** The regulation of commerce with the Indian tribes is one of thofe 
pewers exprefsly delegated, and fo far as the aft to regulate trade with 
the Indian tribes pafled the 22d July, 1790, has for its bafis, auiity and 
commerce; the State is dogubtlefs bound thereby ; although, the gov- 
ernment thereof remains uninformed with ref{pett to the appointinent 
of a fuperinterdant to grant licences “to any proper perfous :*” And 
here it may be proper to obferve, that trade and intercourfe with In- 
dian tribes, have at all times been ¢onfideted the great ties by which 
amity and friendfhip arc fecured ; and that whatever nation may be 
in poffefon of their trade, it will confequently have an influence 
proportioned to the eftimation in which the favages hold their fup- 
plies. On recurring to the faid aét, I have to make fome comments or 
the 4th feétion thereof, which is, “And be it cnafted and céclared, 
that no fale of lands made by any Indians of any nation or tribe of In-

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dians, within the United States, fhall be valid té any perfon or. pes 
fons, or toany State, whether having the right of pre-emption to fuch 
lands or not, unlefs the fame fhall be made, and duly executed at fome 
public treaty, held under the authority of the United States ;””"-——this 
claufe is doubtlefs an extenfion beyond the line of commerce, and any 
of the States having the right of pre-emption, either are or ought to be 
in the full exercife of the extinguifhment of Indian claims; and it is 
incontrovertible, that the confent of a State is neceffary to eftablifh a 
right to any part of its territory ;—the ceffion made by the State of 
North Carolina of the 25th day of February, 1790, and accepted by 
the United States on the ed day of April, 1790, is both proof and pre- 
cedent thereof. 

“1 truft, Gentlemen, that on the a€& and Treaty now in queftion, you 
will enter into a minute difcuffion of fuch part or parts of each, as 
you conceive do militate with retained rights, and make fuch difpofi- 
tions and arrangements of unappropriated territory belonging to this 


State, as may be moft conducive to the intereft and dignity of the fame.”

NORWICH, (Conz.) January 17. 

As the committee who were appointed by the legiflature of Maffa- 
chufetts, laft feflion, to examine the ground through which the Canal 
to unite the two bays, viz.

PORTLAND, fan. 6. 

At the Court of Common Pleas and General Seffions of the Peace, 
held during the laft week, at New-Gloucefter, an a€tion was commenc- 
ed by Col. May, againft Mr. Hodges of this town, for fitting out the 
fhip Eagle to the coaft of Africa, and for importing flaves therefrom. 
When the aétion was called, Mr. Lithgow informed the Court that Mr. 
Hodges was an alien, and that as fuch (the fum fued for being above 
500 dollars) he had a right then to file a petition for the removal of 
the caufe from that Court to the Federal Court of this Difttwi. He 
then prefented a petition for the purpofe ; and added, that by the laws 
of the United States, the Court was bound to hear and anfwer the 
prayer of it.~—-Mr. Davis, attorney for the Plaintiff, acknowledged 
the right which the plaintiff had to file fuch a petition ; and feemed to 
agree with Mr. Lithgow in opinion, that the Court was under obliga- 
tions to confent to the removal of the caufe. The queftion, however, 
was new, and in the opinion of the court was important ; a decifion 


of it was thercfore poitponed till the laft Tuefday in May next.

BOSTON, Frida, JANUARY 20. 
TOWN MEETING. 


On Wednefday laft the Town met according to adjournment to take inte 
Confideration the following Report of a Respectable Committee. 


& bh committee appointed by the town at their late meeting, to 
take into confideration the reprefentation of a confiderable 
number of its inhabitants, fetting forth the want of a more eflicient 
Police, and praying for the adoption of fuch meafures as might con- 
duce to le{fen, if not remove thofe embarrafsments, by a more energ¢t- 
ic government, afk leave to report the following in the form of 
votes ; and fubmit the fame to the confideration of the town. 

“ VOTED, That the Sele&men divide the town into nine wards, 
of equal numbers of inhabitants, as nearly as may be, and be empow- 
ered once in every three years, if it fhould be neceffary, to alter the 
divifion, fo as to preferve the equality formed, and that each ward 
in the month of March, annually eleét by ballot, two men, refiding 
within the ward, by which they fhall be feverally chofen ; who, to- 
gether with the Seleétmen for the time being, fhall conftitute a Town 
Council, and poffeis the following powers : 

“1. To poflefs the powers of making all fuch by-laws as the town 
have now in their corporate capacity aright to make; and toettab- 
lifh the fame without any application to the Court of Seifiens; and 
to alter and repeal them when necetlary ; provided that no penalty 
fhall be exaéted for a breach of fuch by-law of more than the value 
of ten pounds ; or in cafe the delinquent be unable to pay fuch penalty 
as fhall be adjudged, to be fent to the houfe of correction, not exceed- 
ing fixty days. 

** od. To regulate all kinds of carriages within the town ; and to 
make laws from time to time, to raife duties from them, whenever 
the General Court fhall repeal their Excife Laws, now exifling, upon 
them. 

** 3d. That the Town-Council have power to appoint, annually, all 
the cxecutive officers now appointed by the town or Seleétmen, ex- 
cepting Selectmen, Town-Clerk, Overleers of the Poor, Affeflors, 
Town-Treafurer, School-Committee, Auditors of Accounts, and Fire- 
Wards ; and to remove the officers by them appointed, upon their 
being guilty of corruption or malconduét. 

“ 4th. To direét all profecutions which fhall be commenced upon 
breach of the by-laws of the town : and for this purpofe, to appoint 
an attorney to commence and carry onto final Judgment all fuch prof. 
ecutions, 

“* And farther VOTED—That application be alfo made to the Gen- 
eral Court forthe eftablifhmentof atribunal, to confift of one Judge, 
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so have exclufive, original jurifdi€tion of all breaches of the by-laws 
of the town, and of the breaches of infpeétion laws within the town, 
and of all other laws appertaining merely to the government of the 
town—lrom whofe judgment there may be an appeal to the Su- 
Rreme Judicial Court.” 











On this occafton the Hon. Judge Sullivan opened the debate, by ex- 

plaining the feveral parts of the report, and giving the reafons on 
which the propofitions were founded in the minds of the committee, 
of which he was chairman. The other fpeakers in favour of the re- 
iil port were the Honorable Judge Payne, Doétor Jarvis, Mr. H. G. 
Qtis, Mr. Lucas, and Col, Crafts, The Speakers againft the’ report 
were the Honorable Benjamin Auftin, jun. and Mr. Jonathan L. Auf+ 
it tin. 

It is impoffible to do juftice to the merits pf the feveral fpeakers, 
tn fuch afummary flatement only, as can be given in a new{paper, 
| It was urged in oppofition to the plan, that it went further toward 
deftroying the liberties af the people than the endeavours of Bernard 
and Hutehinion, or the Britifh Parliament, who would have reduced 
the number of town mectings; but never attempted to commit the | 
. legiflative power of the town to fo few hands. ‘That if a town coun- t 
| cil were to choofe certain town officers, they might (though not per- 
| haps at Grit) choofle aileflors, and their taxation would be naadaaiall 

| agreeably to the views of thofe gentlemen who had made large for- 
gunes by {peculation. That if a fingle judge were to have cognizance 
of breaches of the bye-laws, the people would in certain cafes be de- é 
prived of the right of trial by jury, That a judge might have his @ 
fpies, pimps and runners to find out matter of a cenfation againft the 
people, load them with heavy fines, or fend them to the houfe of cor- 
reftion for fixty days, to the great diftrefs of themfelves and their fam- 
11¢S, 

That the town was at prefent in better circum{tances than it had 
peen for many years pa(t, and that no fuch revolution was neceffary. 
That the ancient government was to be preferved, by which we had 
heretorore fuccefsfully withftood the tyrannical defigns of our enc- 
inies, &c. Jt was however acknowledged that a reform was neceflary, 
but that it need not be fo fuddenly adopted, nor carried to fuch a 
length as was propofed; and it was moved, that, if bye-laws were to 
be mads by a town cquncil, they fhould be confented to in a general 
town meeting, 

Qn the ojher hand it was faid, that the apprehenfian of danger from. 
tne infrequency of town meetings was groundlefs, becaufe the: liber- 
ty of aifembling, was recognized in the Bill of Rights; and, by a par- 
ticular law of the Commonwealth, ithe Sclegtmen were obliged to call a 
| town meeting, at tne requeft of a certain number of inhabitants. 
q That a fingle judge could not be regarded as an innovation, where fin- 
| q gle Jufiices had fo much power tg levy fines, gammit to prifon, re- 
i gcive fees, and tax bills of coft. ‘That there was a neceffity for fome 

wer to execuic the bye-laws of the town, there being none at pref- 
pnt in being, but Juftices of the Peace, and they frequently declining 
the fervice, ‘Phat the Judge, in contemplation, would be reftrited 
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. ates 
by the legiflature, commiffioned by the Supreme Executive, accounta- 
bie to the Senate, and removeable for mifconduét, as all other judicial 
officers are. That he might have a jury affigned him in certain cafes ; 
but that this, and many other particulars, might be adjufted hereafter, 
either by the town, when leave was giveri to bring a bill into the Gen- 
eral Court, or by the Court in the progrefs of the bill. That the 
udge would have a ftated falary, and that the town council were to 
Jinets profecutions, and employ an attorney to bring them forward; 
and therefore, that the Judge could have no temptation to feck bufi- 
nefs, or fend out {pies and pimps. 

That no argument could be drawn, for the continuance of any gov- 
ernment, from its antzguity ; for the fentiments of mankind had un- 
dergone a great change, and this was an age of revolutions. Difcov- 
eries had been made in the aft of government, and for the fecurity of 
liberty, beyond any thing which was known to the Grecian and 

oman republics. The grand fecret was RePReseNTATION ; on this 
principle was built our Federal Conftitution, which the people of this 
town had celebrated with the higheft feftivity when Ships were feen 
failing along the ftreets, and Leather Breeches were carried in pro- 
ceffion. On this principle was preceded the State government, with 
which we were all fatisfied, though this State government had the 
power to take out of every man’s pocket the laft dollar which the 

eneral government might leave him. And why might not the gov- 
, rere of the town be exercifed in the fame manner ? Would not 
two men, chofen out of each ward, and added to the Scle&tmen, be 
able to know the fenfe of the town, and would they dare to propofe 
or enaét a law contrary to it P Admit that a {mall town might manage 
its affairs by the perfonal attendance of every man, yet a large body, 
and it was hope this town would be ftill larger, could beft be gov- 
erned by Reprefentatives. 

That the moft wife and free governments had always encouraged 
corporations ; which in Europe had been the confervatorics of liber- 
ty. That the experiment had alfo been tried in America ;—Connec- 
ticut wasa State in which republican liberty had always been cultiva- 
ted, and all their great towns were incorporated—the beneficial ef- 
feéts of which had been felt by the people, and every traveller had 
been witnefs of their improvements. 

The debate having beemprotra¢ted till near 3 o’clock, P. M.a mo- 
tion was made for an adjournment to next March, On this queftion 
the town divided, for the motion 253, againft it 256. The mecting 
was then adjourned to the mext day at 10 o’clock, A. M. 

On THURSDAY at 1:00’clock, A. M. the Town met again accord- 
ing to adjournment ; and after fome defultory converfation, refpeéting 
the mode of proceeding, it was voted, to take up the report by para- 
graphs. It was alfo voted, that after the difcuffion of the feveral 
parts, the final vote on the whole fhall be taken. at an adjournment ; 
and that the time fixed for the final vote, fhall be previoufly publifh- 
ed in the a Thefe preliminaries being adjufted, the para- 
graph was rea 
_ Mr. Morton approved the principle of reprefentation ; but ob. 
jected to the choice being made by the wards ; and propofed this a- 
dies» mcadment ; 
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mendment ; inftead of “‘ each Ward ele& by ballot, &c.” that it thould 
be ‘the town at large, elect by ballot two men refiding within each 
wad.” 

Dr. Jarvis objected to this, as deftroying the principle of equali- 
ty, and creating an undue influence ; and fupported the paragraph as 
it ftands in the report, upon the principle of its analogy, to the elec- 
tion of Reprefentatives for the State government, and the generak 

overnment. The vote then was put for the amendment, which paf- 
Fed in the negative ; and the vote for accepting the paragraph witheut 
the amendment, paffed in the affirmative. 

The Town then adjourned to half after three P. M. 

P.M. The town confidered the other paragraphs of the report, 
the fecond was accepted with the following amendments, viz. 

‘ Provided that no law be made, unlefs it be read three feveral times, 
on three feveral days ; that it be publifhed before it be enafled; and 
that it be not made perpetual, unlefs re-enacted by a fubfequent town- 
council.””——“ That in cafe the delinquent be unable to pay the pen- 
alty, he be fent to the Work-Houfe not exceeding thirty + 

The third was accepted with this amendment, “ That all carriages 
be regulated, and that duties be laid on Coaches, Chariots, Phaetons, 
Chaifes, and Sulkeys.” 

The fourth was accepted with the addition of ‘ Conftables and col- 
le&tors,” to the lift of excepted officers, ‘** who may be removed by the 
‘Town-Council for mifconduét, and their place fupplied dyring the 
vacancy.” 

The ffth was accepted without amendment. 

The fixth and laft was accepted with this addition,” that in cafes of 
more than four pounds value, the party accufed have the privilege of 
a trial by jury, if he fhall requett it, 

The report, with thefe amendments, is ordered to be printed and 
publifhed for the mformation of the inhabitants, Adjourned, 











LEGISLATURE. 

The extraordinary change in the circumftances of individuals in 
our country, is very {trongly evidenced by the obje&s which have 
claimed the attention of the Legiflature, at this earlv ftage of their 
feffion, Thefe objeéts feem to be the refult of an accumulation of 
property, and exprefs a folicitude for eftablifhing permanent fyftems 
for its fafe depofit, and moderate increafe, Several fubfcriptions have 
been prefented for building a bridge over the waters of Bofton and 
Cambridge, and the petitioners have been heard by a committee. In 
fome points of view, this proj-& is more enterprizing than any of the 
kind undertaken in the country. ‘The bridge, if carried from the end 
of Cambridge Street in Bofton, acrofs the channel and over the 
extenfive marfh, to the farm of the late Mr. Inman, muft be much 
jonger than any heretofore erefted; and if carried direély from 
Barton’s point to Phips’s farm, though near a third fhorter, and 
lefs expenfive, than in the former direttion, muft pats through the 
deepeft channel hitherto fathomed by fuch a building. Petitions 
have alfo appeared for building bridges acrofs the river Merrimack, 
beth at Dracut and Salifbury, and John Langdon, Efq. has propofed 
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4 plan for building one over the river Pafcataqua, from Kittery to an 
Hand between that town and Portfmouth, which will fupercede the 


oft difficult and difagreeable part of the prefent ferry. The Senate 


have paffed a bill upon the Dracut petition, which is alfo in much 
forwardnefs in the Houfe. 

. The Boston Tonrine isanother great objef& before the Legifla- 
ture. By this it is propofed that a.corporation fhould be formed to 
manage 1,600,000 dollars, by the way of a bank, to be raifed by a fub- 
{cription upon lives. The fuperiour utility of this fund to other 
banks is faid to confift in giving credit upon the fecurity of real eftates, 
and for a long term; and indeed if a claufe were inferted in the bill to 
fecure this objeét, the advantages of the plan would not be confined 
merely to the commercial line. - The bill is to have a fecond reading 
on Wednefday next at 10 0’clock. 

The interefting manner in which the affairs of the Univerfity were 
recommended to the attention of the court, in the fpeech from the 
chair of their firft feffion, does the higheit honor to the Supreme 
Magiftrate, and has brought thofe affairs into view, both at that fef- 
fion and the prefent ; but it has not been their fate to receive any re- 
lief from the Legiflature as yet. 

Agreeable to the inftruétions of the Town of Bofton to their Repre- 
fentatives, a motion has been made for a committee to confider the ex- 
pediency of repeatlng the law, prohibiting ftage plays and other the- 
atrical exhibitions, and this motion has been agreedto by the Houfe, a 
temonftrance from about 380 perfons has been prefented, and referred 
to the fame committee. 

To the eager eye of {peculation, little gratification has yet been of- 
fered. Mr. Dane, the commiffioner for fettling the accounts of the 
Commonwealth with the United States, has laid before the Court, the 
torpid ftate in which that bufinefs is placed, by the unfortunate cir- 
cumftance, of a majority of the States being debtors to the Union. 
Nothing but juftice prevailing againft the intereft of the major 
part, can eventually bring about a fettlement of thofe accounts. 
=-A great orator in the Houfe, has impreffed upon it the necef- 
fity of remonftrating to Congrefs for a further aflumption of our debt, 
or the payment of the balance in fome other mode ; and his motion 
has heen fucceeded by the appointment of a committce to confider 
this fubje&. 

We cannot omit the fingular petition of a Mrs. Gannet; who fated 
that before her marriage, fhe had ferved her country inthe charatter 
of a foldier under the name of Robert Shurtliff for eighteen months, 
and requefted her pay, as allowed to foldiers of the other fex. The 
Committee on her petition reported a refolve for granting her wages, 
in the terms ufual on common occafions. But the Houfe after in- 
quiring into her cafe, and finding that fhe not only ferved faithfully 
as a foldier, but that fhe had been wounded, and had preferved her 
chafttty by the moft ferupulous concealment of her fex, ordered the 
teport to be riaconiteiteed, in order that it might be prefaced with a 
recital of thefe fingular and honourable faéts. ‘The report was fo a-. 
mended, was brought in yefterday, and a grant made to her of the cuf- 
tomary wages, and intereft fromthe year 1783.
